Teen-Agers 
And be

Many Americans are fighting 
the battle of the bulge. and 
teenagers are joining in the 
battle. Taking off pounds is 
never easy, and teens are faced 
with more oroblems when diet- 
ing than an adult, 

Teens are at a_ sensitive 
period nutritionally. Erratic eat- 
ing behavior is commen, but 
growth needs at this iime are 
high and demand a variety of 
foods from the four food 
groups. Many people believe all 
dieting is unhealthy for a teen- 
ager, but it is possible for a teen 
to lose weight and maintain a 
well-balanced diet. 

Any special diat should have 
doctor approval. A well-balanc- 
ed diet for a growing teen 
should include the following 
portions from the basic fov- 
frad araune: 
food groucs: 

—four servings daily from the 
bread and cereal qroup. 

four servings daily from the 
fruit and vegetable group 

—four or more servings daily 
from the milk group 

—two servings daily from the 
meat group. 

The key to dieting is moder- 
ation rather than abstinence. 
Crash dieling, skipping meals, 
and filling up the stomach with 
diet pop is not healthy. Com- 
pletely giving up favorite foods 
is extremely difficult — and not 
really necessary. Pizza, ham- 
burgers. even french fries and 
milk shakes can be worked into 
the daily diet by adjusting 
what's eaten the rest of the day 
and watching the size of the 
serving. 

Friends and family can help 
the teen-ager when a serious 
diet is undertaken. Parents can 
neip pian tte diel to meet 
nutritional needs, maxing sure 
that it is low in calories to 
produce a .Slow, consistent 


Friends can also help. In- 
stead of drinking an entire milk 
snake. of eaiiny a full package 
o! french ines the meal could be 
shared. 

A datly routine of exercise 
should accompany the diet 
Walking to school. or daily 
jogging can become a part of 
tne diet. Sctrool activitigs tke 
intramural Sports. swimming. 
and skiing can help.

In DNR Analysis of Deer 


LANSING — The Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources is 
requesting the assistance of 
Michigan’s deer hunters ia a 
Statewide analysis of veni- 
son to assure them that their 
deer do not cantain residues 
of PBB (polybrominated bi- 
phenyl). 

"We will be selecting 
samples of venison from 
throughout the state for test- 
ing,” says Bill Turney, Chief 
of the DNR's Bureau of En- 
vironmental Protection. "We 
are aiready accepting sam- 
ples from Gratiot and Mid- 
fand cauntias and would ap- 
preciate help from other 
hunter's thru-out the state.”

ihe state's tolerance tevel 
for PBB in dairy cattle is 20 
parts per billion of PBB 
under new guidelines issued 
by the Michigan Legislature 
that went into effect October 
3, 1977. 

Federal allowable levels in 
food are 300 parts per billion 
of PBB. 

DNR tests in 1974 and 
1976 revealed high levels of 
PBB in both fish and sedi- 
ments in the Pine River. 
downstream of Michigan 
Chemical Company (now 
Volsicol Chemical Cornpora- 
tion). with highest levels 
near the company's dis- 
eharae. 

Tom Rohrer, a biologist in 
the DNH's Environmental 
Services Diviswe says Aunt 
ers are requested not to send 
in venison to the ONR at this 
time.

Sometimes the way things work out 
sort of makes you wonder. 

For example, follow the Hon. James 
Earl Carter on his trip throughout the 
world.’ : : 

First there’s a flap in Poland about 
interpreters, then there's a problem with 
what he really means about homeland 
for the Palestinians; then there's the 
silent multitude in India. The entire trip, 
hopscotching much of the globe, is 
lough, hard work, taxing the President 
as well as his entire crew, both 
physically and emotionally. 

And the results? They remain to be 
seen, of course. 

Back home, the load is no lighter nor 
positive results more apparent. There’s 
a recalcitrant congress, which simply 
won't produce the way the President 
thinks it should on what he has identi- 
fied as the number one crisis facing our 
tiation, energy. 

Nor will Congress produce the way 
the President thinks it should in the 
area of taxes, or labor law reform, or in 
most other areas, for that matter. Steel 
is in trouble: thousands of farmers 
threaten strike, inflation soars. 

Dealing wiih the nation’s problems, 
much like the foreign trip. is tough, 
hard work, draining the President emo- 
tionally, causing a perceptible physicai 
transformation, driving him io work 
iong huurs, depriving nim uf freedom or 
Tatiitial Gorirart. 

Of course. 1978 is an election year, 
too. and the President, as head of his 
pany. by definiiion musi be its number 
one politician. seeking to guide election 
of favorable senators and congressmen, 
governors and Jegislators. state and 
local officials. Yet, Mr. Carter is even 
naving trouble keeping his party's 
national house in order, with a new 
national chairman only recently install- 
ed to oversee the operation. 

The polls show that Mr. Carter's 
acceptance by the public is at an 
all-time low. which is not to be entirely 
unexpected since it's almast impossible 
for any candidate to live up to the image 
the voters grant to him during the

euphoria of an election period. The 
shine is off ihe President, as it came off 
most other presidents in the immediate 
post-election period. 

Then there's the Hon. Gerald Rudoiph 
Ford, late of Michigan, but more 
recently af Washinatan N C.. and Palm 
Springs, California, and Vail, Colorado. 

Mr. Ford has been freed by the voters 
from the constraints of public service — 
at least for the time being. 

We see pictures of Mr. Ford playing 
golf in California, near his new, posh 
desert estate. And we see pictures of 
Mr. Ford skiing in Colorado, near his 
condominium in the vacation area of the 
mountains. And we hear of Mr. Ford 
visiting various college campuses a- 
round fhe country, talking about 
politics and government, leading the 
more leisurely existence of ari academic 
don. 

And, once ina while, the smiling face 
ot Mr. Ford, or his even more attractive 
wife, Betty Ford, will show up on 
television hosting the Nutcracker Suite, 
or performing some other such onerous 
chore in fulfillment of their many-mil- 
‘ion dollar performance contract with 
one of the networks. 

Periadicaltly. the Fords will rot! uo 
their symbolic sleeves and pitch in to 
work on iheir Deoks, aiso in fuifiliment 
of some lucrative contract. Sooner or 
later. the epic literary works will be in 
publication. 

Meanwhile. the most serious ques- 
tions which appear to be facing the Ford 
family these days seems to be whether 
to lollin Palm Springs, or cavort in Vail. 
or dispense wisdom on some Cainpus. 

Mr. Average Voter must wonder 
sometimes. 

He can look over at Mr. Carter — 
harried, worried. strained, misunder- 
stood, buffetted, ever-maving. lonely, 
burdened. 

And then he can look at Mr. Ford — 
smiling. robust, rich. lionized, sought- 
after, active, relaxed. 

And then Mr. ‘Average Voter simply 
must ask himself this question:

Manufactured Firelogs 


manufactured firelogs are 
usually made of compressed 
sawdust and wax. 

“One of these manufac- 
tured logs can give off as 
much heat as two or three 
hardwood logs. This intense 
heat must not be ignored,” 
Gutos cautions. 

Only use one wax-wood 
log at a time. he says. Two 
or more will increase the 
heat intensity beyond a safe 
limit and could start a chim- 
ney fire. 

Gutos also advises against 
poking or breaking a burning 
log. It creates a greater 
burning surface and results 
ip an iniense heat flare-up. 

“Leave the wranner on the 
jog and fet it burn away. 
Never add a wax-wood fire- 
log to an already existing 
fire. Wait until the present 
fire is almost out, then putin 
the new log and ignite it.” 

i's nota good idea iv wail 
for the red ashes of the old 
fire to start the new one. The 
heat of the ashes may be hot 
enough to vaporize the new 
log before it ignites itself, 
filling the fireplace area and 
chimney flue with enough 
vapor to cause a serious 
explosion and possibly a 
serious fire. 

Whether you use wax- 
wood logs or natural fire- 
wood, Gutos recommends 
that you observe these basic 
safety precautions: 

Start with an anen dame 
per and flue. 

—Use the right size ot tog 
for the fireplace. Smail logs 
producing lower hoat are ac- 
ceptable for small. free- 
standing fireplaces. but fol- 
low tne instructions On the 
wrapper of the wax-wood 
log. 

—Place the log at the back 
of the fireplace, preferably 
on a grate. 

—To extinguish the fire in 
an emergency, douse it with 
sand. water or a chemical 
fire extinguisher. Do not 
break the log apart, since
